Selectboard approved 
next interim fire chief

GRANBY — The Granby 
Selectboard unanimously 
approved the selection of an 
interim fire chief on Monday 
evening, voting for Robert 
Czerwinski to take the helm 
pending contract negotiations. 

Selectboard Chair Glen 
Sexton opened the board’s 
discussion by thanking all the 
applicants. 

“We had great candidates for 
the position, and I wanted to 
take time to recognize them,” 
he said. “I want to thank them 
for their time, service, experi- 
ence and knowledge, as well as 
all the departments they worked 
for. Hearing them speak, it was 
impressive to see that, they all 
did a nice job.” 

The board briefly took turns 
stating their selection and unan- 
imously approved Czerwinski.

BELCHERTOWN -— In a 
meeting of the Quabbin Health 
District, composed of Ware, 
Belchertown and Pelham Health 
Boards, Health Director Judy 
Metcalf announced her anticipat- 
ed retirement of April 2021. 

Metcalf, who is the third 
Quabbin Health District director, 
told the board her last day would 
be April 21, 2021, but she would 
be on the payroll until July 1. 

Belchertown Board of Health 
member Ken Elstien suggested 
creating a subcommittee to begin 
the search for the position. 

“T would recommend the 
search committee be appointed 
tonight, that we report back say 
arbitrarily in mid-November, 
get some questions to ask and 
maybe some answers,” he said.

Members of the search 
committee include Elstien, 
Belchertown Board of Health 
Chair Hope Guardenier, Pelham 
Board of Health Chair William 
Pula and Ware resident John 
Desmond. 

Desmond previously served 
on the Ware Board of Health as 
well as the Ware Selectboard. 

Metcalf said she hoped for 
about a month overlap would 
allow for time to train the new 
hire. 

“T want to be part of that, I 
want to make sure that I’m leav- 
ing you all on good footing with 
someone that I know can do the 
work for you,’ Metcalf said. 

The first subcommittee meet- 
ing will be in the first week in 
November. 

Guardenier suggested the sub- 
committee members collect job 
descriptions for health directors. 

“We could review those things 
before we come together,” she 
said.

Belchertown 
and Granby 
90 yellow

BELCHERTOWN -— With five 
news cases, Belchertown has 
gone onto the “yellow,” joining 
surrounding towns like Ware, 
Amherst and Granby. 

There was an increase of five 
new cases for the week end- 
ing on Oct. 23, there have been 
eight COVID-19 cases to date, 
according to the Quabbin Health 
District. 

The total number of cases to 
date is 163, and the number of 
tests as of Oct. 21 were 9,336, 
810 of which were in this weekly 
period. 

In the weekly period ending on 
Oct. 16, there were a total of 158 
cases, with five new cases for that 
weekly period. 

According to the Granby Board 
of Health, there has been a total 
of 50 confirmed cases of COVID- 
19 since March in Granby. 

The Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health reported six pos- 
itive tests in the last 14 days for 
Granby. 

Chestnut Hill Community 

School case 

These cases include a student 
in the Chestnut Hill Community 
School, according to an email 
from Belchertown School District 
Superintendent Brian Cameron 
and Nurse Leader Phyllis 
DuComb. 

“This student was physical- 
ly present in the school build- 
ing on Monday and Tuesday (in 
the week of Oct. 23) All educa- 
tional spaces were cleaned and 
sanitized on Wednesday in line 
with our current district practices 
during hybrid learning. Spaces 
will be cleaned and sanitized at 
CHCS will be deep cleaned and 
sanitized again in advance of the 
return of Cohort A students on 
Monday,” according to the email. 

Contact tracing has been done, 
including with the Belchertown 
Board of Health. 

Another step is deep clean- 
ing, which is triggered when “an 
active employee or student is 
identified as positive for COVID- 
19 based on testing,” according to 
the district reopening plan. 

“All areas visited by the ill per- 
son will be closed off. Outside

Two BOS members call for moderator’s resignation

BELCHERTOWN - The 
Belchertown Selectboard 


addressed a social media post 
made by an elected official last 
week with varied scrutiny, includ- 
ing two members calling for the 
official’s resignation in its meeting 
on Monday night. 

Town Moderator Amanda 
Halperin, who was elected to the 
position earlier this year, made a 
Facebook post that Selectboard 
members considered inappropri- 
ate, which castigated police for not 
enforcing the state’s mask man- 
date, and indicated the lack of 
enforcement might be because they 
are supporters of President Donald 
Trump. 

She also intimated she could 
appoint Finance Committee mem- 
bers who would be willing to 
move Police Department money 
to another alternative that would 
enforce mask wearing. 

Halperin apologized for her 
posts online, saying she should 
have not made them as moderator, 
and in an email Tuesday morning, 
she said she would not resign. 

The following was her state- 
ment read into the record 
on Monday evening during 
Selectboard member Nick 
O’Connor’s report: 

“One of my roles as modera- 
tor of the town is to appoint the 
finance committee. My basic goal 
in running for this office was 
to keep it sane, one of the run- 
ners up was a tea party republi- 
can. The same finance committee 
has been serving for about seven 
years and has worked for various 
organizations. I value the com- 
petence of that body of people 
tremendously. However, I’ve also 
been thinking about the problem 
of police in our town not enforc- 
ing mask wearing. On the one 
hand, people who enforce rules 
need to be able to make judg- 
ment calls to determine the public 
safety, on the other, public safe- 
ty has been tremendously politi- 
cized and enforcement of the law

is racially motivated. I preach to 
the choir. Furthermore ‘enforce- 
ment’ should be a last-ditch resort, 
public education, incentives, and 
focus on group problems get a 
lot more done. This is to say, to 
the police that feel that enforcing 
the mask order wouldn’t do the 
town good, why not? Is it because 
they believe it is a violation of 
freedoms? Is it because they are 
Trump supporters and do not wish 
to enforce the laws where their 
political allies are concerned? 
And whose job is it to have police 
oversight and to make sure they 
are doing their jobs or finding out 
why they are not? As moderator, 
I have the ability to choose mem- 
bers of the finance committee who 
will look to alternatives to police 
enforcement if we cannot get 
the police on board with enforc- 
ing a basic public safety policy. 
However, like I said, this commit- 
tee runs and runs well and that is 
no small accomplishment. Finding 
competent people willing to do 
this vastly underpaid service to 
the town is not simple or easy. 
Moreover, I’d rather solve this 
problem without having to use my 
tiny bit of political power. All that 
said, where are we in the discus- 
sion with the town with the mask 
mandate and the lack of police 
enforcement around it?” 

Halperin later added comments 
apologizing for the original post 
that were read into the record by 
Selectboard member Jim Barry. 

In her comment, Halperin said 
she apologized for the mistake. 

“It wasn’t appropriate for me 
to post as a town official, I didn’t 
intend it to be political, I intend- 
ed it to be about important public 
safety issues, however, I missed 
my mark comprehensively when I 
spoke as the moderator,’ she wrote. 
“There is no way to have political 
power and speak as a political offi- 
cial and not make a political state- 
ment. I am sorry for my inappro- 
priate conduct and I will take care 
not to make this mistake again... 
talking to the town about enforce- 
ment and education around mask 
wearing is a valuable discussion, 
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but I went about it the wrong way.” 

Barry added that while he 
agreed the post should not have 
been made in the first place, he 
believed she learned her lesson 
and was genuinely apologetic after 
speaking with her over the phone. 

“T’m trying to give her the ben- 
efit of the doubt of being someone 
who was probably not prepared 
to be the town moderator to begin 
with, which I think...she would 
agree with,” Barry said. “I agree 
that this is an issue, situation, and 
event that should not have hap- 
pened. I think she was way out 
of line. I think she’s heard from 
numerous people since then and 
perhaps she’s learned. She seemed 
sincerely sorry for what she’s 
done.” 

Selectboard Chair and liai- 
son to the town moderator, Gail 
Gramarossa said she also spoke 
with Halperin to “clarify roles, 
power, the inappropriateness of 
making those kinds of comments 
in a public way.” 

Due to the fact Halperin is an 
elected official, the Selectboard 
cannot remove her from her 
position as moderator. However, 
O’Connor and Selectboard mem- 
ber Ed Boscher said they believed 
she should step down. 

“T find this to be very concern- 
ing, this is a direct and deliber- 
ate abuse of power or intention 
to abuse power,’ O’Connor said. 
“Tm concerned both with the lack 
of understanding of the role she 
occupies as an elected official in 
town (which has) significant polit- 
ical power. I’m concerned with 
recognizing that political power, 
she seeks to politicize the finance 
committee which has no control 
over the police department or mask 
enforcement.” 

Boscher said he was “deeply 
disturbed.” 

“We can chalk it up as a mistake, 
I know Jim read the apology, but 
that came after you two talked to 
her, her true feelings were made in 
that original post. Unfortunately, 
the bias that was shown there and 
the outright insinuating our police 
are Trump supporters or some of 


their decisions are racially moti- 
vated, I take great offense to that 
statement,” he said. “For the town 
moderator to go on that trajecto- 
ry — it’s not acceptable. It’s not an 
infraction, it’s an outright disqual- 
ification. I would also advocate 
that she needs to step aside just to 
remove the distraction. There’s no 
trust.” 

Gramarossa said she wanted to 
clarify that the opinions shared 
were personal. 

“They are not necessarily col- 
lectively held opinions on whether 
she does or does not step down, 
but I am willing to let folks express 
their individual perspective on it,’ 
she said. “I’m not willing to say 
one way or the other on that score.” 

Belchertown Police Chief 
Christopher Pronovost said the 
department was “disheartened” 
by the statement and spoke to the 
ongoing issues with mask enforce- 
ment. 

“We’ve been following guide- 
lines from the Executive Office 
of Public Safety and Security and 
the Department of Public Health 
for best practice and it’s not rec- 
ommended that officers do mask 
enforcement because it’s a public 
health issue,” he said. “When I saw 
that post I was personally offended 
and the officers in this department 
were offended.” 

He said he filed a complaint 
with the state regarding the state- 
ment. 

“T wanted to add that COVID-19 
has been difficult on our officers 
and all first responders, including 
the DPW,” Pronovost said. “We’ve 
been coming to work through- 
out this crisis and we have family 
members that we’re worried about. 
However, these folks haven’t 
missed a beat and they’ve provided 
medical care to people, been spit 
on by people and people have tried 
to bring politics into this. We’re 
not going to get into the middle 
of politics, we treat everyone the 
same.” 

On Tuesday morning, Halperin 
submitted a statement to the 
Sentinel apologizing for the social 
media posts. 


“T would like to reiterate my 
apology for using Facebook as a 
discussion forum for approaching 
my tasks as moderator and for the 
implication that I would use my 
position as moderator for parti- 
san politics. (The) moderator is an 
elected political position, and the 
appointment of the finance com- 
mittee has political consequenc- 
es, so there is no way for it to be 
truly apolitical. However, I was 
not interested in party politics in 
my capacity as moderator. I was 
interested in how funds for public 
safety are allocated and how effec- 
tively they are being spent. 

This mistake arose out of my 
concern for the safety of our 
town. Cases are spiking again 
in Massachusetts. We know that 
masks are one of the most effective 
things we can do to stop the spread 
of the virus, and they are mandated 
by an Executive Order of Governor 
Baker, who states, “The depart- 
ment of public health, local board 
of health, and authorized agents... 
are authorized to enforce this order 
and if necessary may do so with 
the assistance of state or municipal 
police’ with a fine of up to $300. 
And yet over multiple weekends, 
there have been large gatherings 
on the town commons, with many 
people unmasked and creating a 
public hazard. I am frustrated that 
the town doesn’t seem to have 
the tools to mitigate the hazard. I 
had hoped that the Belchertown 
police would serve in that role; it 
is clear they will not. As an elected 
official of the town, the safety of 
my neighbors is my first priority. 
I hope it is also the chief concern 
of my esteemed colleagues on the 
Selectboard.” 

Earlier in the meeting the 
Selectboard approved a “mask 
mandated zone” which is from 
the Town Common from the Fire 
Department to the Library to the 
west side of Main Street to the 
east side of Park Street. The pro- 
posed area would be a mask-man- 
dated zone as of next Tuesday, 
provided that the Board of Health 
does not have any objections, 
according to the board.

Springfield man arrested after 
incident with handgun

BELCHERTOWN - Julio Angel 
Rodriguez Jr., 19, of White Street, 
Springfield was arrested on charges of 
firearm without an FID, possession of 
ammunition without an FID, carrying 
a loaded firearm without a license and 
possession of a large capacity fire- 
arm on Tuesday, Oct. 21, according to 
Belchertown Police Department. 

Around 8:47 p.m. officers, as well 
as Massachusetts State Troopers, were 
dispatched to the parking lot by the 
town common for a report of a distur- 
bance involving a male party waving a 
gun at people. 

Rodriguez was in his vehicle yell- 
ing at people. People around the area 
pointed officers in the direction of the 
car. Officers instructed Rodriguez to 
get out of the vehicle and go toward 
the cruiser. He complied and was 


allegedly yelling and asked what he 
had done. He placed his hands on the 
cruiser and was checked for weap- 
ons — none were found on his person. 
Officers kept him by the cruiser and 
spoke with involved parties. 

Officers spoke with a woman, 
who was in the passenger’s side of 
the vehicle, who reported she didn’t 
know what was going on. The car 
was a rental and officers noticed an 
open brown leather purse and, in plain 
view, was what the officer recognized 
as the grip of a handgun. 

Throughout their conversation with 
Rodriguez, he allegedly called to the 
woman telling her not to allow the 
officers to search the vehicle. 

Once the officer observed the hand- 
gun grip, they returned to the suspect 
and advised that he was being placed 
under arrest. Rodriguez began to get 
increasing hostile. He was placed into 
handcuffs and put into the cruiser. 


He said everything was his and noth- 
ing belonged to the woman. She was 
asked to exit the vehicle and officers 
asked if the contents of the purse were 
hers and she told the officers, “No.” 

An officer entered the vehicle and 
found handgun 9 mm round, then 
went to clear gun and an five addi- 
tional rounds were found in the mag- 
azine, indicating it had the capacity to 
hold 10 rounds. The officer reported 
the gun did not have a serial num- 
ber on it. The gun was identified as a 
Polymer80, which are firearms which 
are 80% completed and its parts can 
be purchased online. Once the gun 
is constructed, the buyer is then sup- 
posed to serialize it and register the 
firearm. It was found that Rodriguez 
did not do so, nor did he have the 
proper licensing to possess the fire- 
arm. He was charged accordingly, and 
bail was set at $5,000. 


Drug take back day yields 2,600 pounds

REGION -— A total of 3,533 pounds 
of unused, wanted and expired drugs 
were collected at today’s 19th Annual 
National Prescription Drug Take Back 
Day in Hampshire and Franklin coun- 
ties and Athol, a 50 percent increase 
over the typical amount collected. 

Some 2,639 pounds were collect- 
ed in Hampshire County and 894 in 
Franklin County and Athol. 

“What an amazing turn out today 
for the Drug Take Back!” said orga- 
nizer Maria Sotolongo, director of 
the drug diversion and treatment pro- 
gram for the Northwestern District 
Attorney’s Office. “We’re so grate- 
ful to all the police departments and 
community members for participating 
in such an important event.” 

More than 60,000 pounds have 
been collected locally, since Drug 
Take Back Day was established by the 
Drug Enforcement Administration in 
2010 to raise awareness of the impor- 
tance of removing drugs from medi- 
cine cabinets to prevent their misuse. 
The last time Drug Take 
Back was held on Oct. 26, 
2019, some 2,108 pounds were col- 
lected locally.

Editor’s note: The following are brief explanations of 
select entries in the Belchertown Police log and arrests 
for the weeks of Oct. 14 through Oct. 20.

Crocus: a great 
spring pick me up 


hen I was a kid we had crocus growing 
W in a rock garden behind our house. They 
bloomed religiously, year after year, with lit- 
tle effort on our part. As a young 
adult working at Old Sturbridge 
Village, I saw a lot of crocus 
there, too. I loved to look for the 
bright yellows and purples in the 
Towne and Fitch gardens, and 
even inside the homes when they 
were forced into bloom in really 
neat porcelain hedgehogs, mod- 
eled after period forcing pots! 
Hedgehogs aside, I haven’t had 
the same luck growing crocus 
in my own garden. Let’s take a 
crash course on crocus culture 
so that this harbinger of spring will be happy enough to 
stick around in my landscape and yours. 

Crocuses are hardy throughout most of the continen- 
tal United States, zones 3-8. Northern gardeners love 
that they tolerate frost so well, and given the right cir- 
cumstances will actually do better here than if planted 
in warmer climates. In fact, those who garden in the 
South often enjoy crocus for only a single season, mak- 
ing them more of an annual instead of the perennial we 
are accustomed to. 

Most crocus species prefer a location that mimics 
their native habitat: one in which winters are moist and 
summers are dry. This is because they, and others that 
fall under the category of “spring flowering bulbs,” 
go through a period of dormancy during the summer 
months. Since they are resting and not actively grow- 
ing, they need to be kept dry; excess moisture will 
cause them to rot. 

A full sun to partial shade situation is best for crocus 
and will encourage them to produce prolific, strong 
blossoms. Remember just how early in the season they 
bloom; many locations that wouldn’t work in summer 
are just fine in March-, under deciduous trees, for 
example, since they have yet to produce their leaves. 

Plant crocus corms in the autumn, at least 4 to 6 
weeks before the ground freezes solid. These “mod- 
ified stems” should be sunk twice as deep as they 
are thick, usually about four inches underground. 
Keep them that same distance apart from one anoth- 
er. Sometimes it is difficult to tell which end is “up.” 
Examine the corm carefully and you will likely notice 
the start of a shoot or two poking through a fibrous, 
papery covering on one side and a base plate with the 
remnants of the previous year’s roots on the other. Now 
that you know what to look for, planting them correctly 
IS easy. 

New crocus corms form above old corms each year. 
Keep a bed of crocus thriving by digging them up 
during dormancy and replanting them at the proper 
depth every third or fourth year. Tiny “cormlets” can be 
divided from the mother plant during this time as well. 
Usually they will take four or more years to produce 
blossoms. 

Crocus corms are especially tasty to rodents. There 
are all kinds of tactics one can use to try and keep the 
buggers from eating them. Some gardeners go through 
the trouble of making little cages out of chicken wire 
and planting the corms inside. Others surround the 
corms with sharp gravel to discourage the animal from 
digging them up. There are also a number of deterrents, 
natural and otherwise, on the market that may be worth 
a try if you have a severe enough problem. 

Now that I’ve had a refresher course on the basic 
requirements for crocus growing, I'll likely try again. 
Hopefully you will too!

Beginning as a firefighter, he worked 
his through the ranks up to chief where he 
served for nine years. 

Prior to Pittsfield, Czerwinski worked 
for the Longmeadow Fire Department 
for one year and the New Hackensack 
Fire Company for ten years as a volunteer 
firefighter. 

In his interview on Oct. 21, Czerwinski 
told the board about three areas that were 
important in supervising the department. 

“Three areas I feel are important for 
supervision is, number one, making your 
expectations known right off the bat. 
What you expect from the personnel, how 
they’re going to handle calls, how we’re 
going to work together on things like that. 
The next one is what can we do to men- 
tor people, how do we get people to take 
charge of different incidents,” he said. 
“T think that’s what we’re looking to do. 
We’re going to find out where this depart- 
ment is going to go over the next couple 
of years.” 

He as an interim fire chief he felt the 
most important aspect was setting up “a 
line of succession.” 

“IT think it’s important that we work 
towards a line of succession — who can 
take over this department and put it 
in a direction that the selectboard and 
the community would like it to go,” 
Czerwinski said. “That’s the key, it’s the 
citizens of Granby’s fire department. They 
need to have their expectations known. 
When they pick up the phone and call 
911, what do they expect?” 

He added he wanted to community to 
get the service they pay for.

doors and windows will be opened and 
ventilating fans will be used to increase 
air circulation in the area,” states the 
plan. “Custodians will wait 24 hours or as 
long as practical before beginning clean- 
ing and disinfection of all areas such as 
offices, bathrooms, common areas, shared 
electronic equipment (like tablets, touch 
screens, keyboards and remote controls) 
used by the ill persons, focusing especially 
on frequently touched surfaces. Once the 
area has been appropriately disinfected, it 
can be opened for use. Staff without close 
contact with the person who is sick can 
return to work immediately after disinfec- 
tion.” 

This sanitization was performed last 
Wednesday, according to DuComb and 
Cameron. 

The district’s reopening plan also 
describes the criteria in order for someone 
to return to school. 


Czerwinski said he’s worked with com- 
bination departments such as Granby’s 
before, meaning there are career fire- 
fighters and volunteer firefighters in the 
department. 

As far as challenges facing the depart- 
ment, Czerwinski said he would want to 
sit down with people in the department to 
find out. 

“Some of the first people I meet with 
first are the selectboard and say, ‘Okay 
where do you think this department 
should be going and how do you think it’s 
going to meet the needs of the commu- 
nity?’” said Czerwinski. “Then sit down 
with the membership both the career side 
and the volunteer side and say, ‘How are 
we doing? What are we doing? How do 
we make it work for the citizens?’”’ 

As far as community relations, 
Czerwinski said he “isn’t afraid to work 
with the community.” 

““That’s where we need to be seen, to be 
out in the public,” he said. “People under- 
stand who you are. It’s not a matter of a 
nine to five job when you’re a fire chief... 
You’re out at all different days, hours, 
nights. You need to show up to commu- 
nity events, you need expect your people 
to also participate in community events so 
that way they’re recognizable on the street 
and people learn to know and trust them.” 

In September, the selectboard voted 
the acting Fire Chief, Bruce Carpenter, 
hold off on his retirement until Nov. 14 by 
appointing him as fire services assistant 
administrator. 

Since June 1, Carpenter, who was pre- 
viously deputy chief, has been working as 
acting chief of the department, however 
he notified the board in early August that 
he would be retiring. 


“If someone has tested positive with 
COVID-19, they may return to work when 
all of the following criteria are met:

“Please continue to wear a mask, keep 
physically distant from others and employ 
proper handwashing and hygiene prac- 
tices,’ Cameron and DuComb wrote. 
“Remember to perform a daily health 
screening, and if your child is ill, please 
keep them home. As parents/guardians, 
we all have a responsibility to be sure to 
follow these protocols, not just to keep our 
children safe, but the whole community as 
well.”

AMHERST — This week, 
UMass Amherst invites audiences 
to join in an interactive, immer- 
sive community online that seeks 
to find joy, resiliency, and magi- 
cal art amid the hard times all are 
facing. 

Oct. 29 to 31, a company of 
theater witches offers COVEN- 
19, or, magicks for unprece- 
dented times as a way to create 
warmth and light in dark times. 
Led by dramaturgy MFA students 
Maegan Clearwood and Percival 
Hornak, and undergrad Helen 
Rahman, an online coven of 13 
performers and creators fuses 
witchcraft traditions, feminism 
and theater into an online, immer- 
sive format. 

“For me personally, magic is 
a source of healing and intro- 
spection,” Clearwood says, and 
she originally proposed this proj- 
ect as a way “to be with other 
like-minded people and figure out 
how to make the world a better 
place.” 

In keeping with that ethos, this 
is a devised piece, meaning that 


rather than working from a script, 
the company built the work by 
exploring questions and themes 
together. “It’s a really nice oppor- 
tunity just for us to experiment 
with ways of making theatre that 
are egalitarian and collaborative,” 
said Hornak. 

The finished piece developed 
over the course of rehearsals, cul- 
minating in an interactive experi- 
ence for the audience. After gath- 
ering to begin the performance, 
audience members will be led 
into separate break-out rooms via 
Zoom, where they’ll find compa- 
ny members who will invite the 
audience to make magick with 
then, with experiences curated for 
the specific people present in the 
room with the performers. 

While Clearwood reads tarot 
and has used her practice to help 
her puzzle out the answers to 
knotty problems on theater pro- 
ductions in the past, others in 
the coven/company are newer to 
witchcraft. The coven explored 
a variety of types of magick, 
like sigil drawing, candle magic, 
kitchen witchcraft, and divina- 
tion tools like tarot cards or rune 


stones. 

Rahman expects skeptics in the 
audience, and welcomes people 
of all different belief systems. 
One of the things she’s hoping to 
come out of this production is an 
opportunity to see where differ- 
ent religions and rituals intersect 
and to find commonality of belief. 
Developing confidence in one’s 
own intuitions, for example, is an 
important life skill regardless of 
belief status, she points out.

Dowling nets $10K 
prize in modified race 


STAFFORD, Conn. — Chase 
Dowling took the home-track 
advantage to Victory Lane in the 
Call Before You Dig (CBYD) 
Modified Classic 81 at Stafford 
Motor Speedway on Saturday 
night. 

Dowling, the driver of the No. 
S&S Asphalt Paving machine 
owned by Ben Dodge, rolled to 
a dominant win in the inaugural 
Tri Track Open Modified Series 
race at the Connecticut half- 
mile. The race win came with a 
smooth $10,000 check courte- 
sy of CBYD and Tri Track — 
just a small portion of a purse 
that was over $58,000. Thirty- 
two cars started the race, while 
51 Modifieds showed up in the 
pit area to attempt to qualify. It 
was the largest, and most talent- 
ed, Modified field seen in a race 
in multiple decades of racing. 

Dowling took the lead on lap 
12, led through lap 30 when he 
pitted during a controlled cau- 
tion, then blasted back to the 
front to take the top spot for the 
final time on lap 39. He would 
hold off Matt Hirschman on 
multiple restarts in the second 
half of the race to win. 


While Dowling celebrated the 
victory, Hirschman clinched his 
fifth career Tri Track title driv- 
ing the No. 60 Modified. Ronnie 
Williams made a late charge 
to finish second, followed by 
Hirschman, NASCAR Whelen 
Modified Tour champion Justin 
Bonsignore, who made his 
2020 Tri Track debut, and Matt 
Swanson. 

The major wreck of the race 
happened off turn two on lap 
30, just after the cycle of con- 
trolled caution pit stops. After 
Doug Coby had a mechanical 
failure at the green flag and 
stacked up the outside lane, 
multiple cars wrecked, draw- 
ing a caution in turn one. It 
was in turn two where most 
of the carnage happened — 
with Woody Pitkat ending up 
halfway up the wall on his 
side. Pitkat, Jon McKennedy, 
Dave Sapienza and others 
escaped without injury, but were 
sidelined for the rest of the race. 

After staying out early, 
NASCAR Cup Series star Ryan 
Preece elected to pit during a

Pathfinder falls by shutout to Tigers

PALMER—Last Thursday was 
a perfect fall day weather-wise for 
a soccer match or any other out- 
door event. It was also a perfect 
day for senior Max McCurdy and 
his South Hadley teammates. 

McCurdy recorded his sec- 
ond hat-trick in a varsity soccer 
game, and four other players 
scored a goal, as the Tigers spoiled 
Pathfinder’s senior day with a 7-0 
shutout victory. 

“This is my first hat-trick of the 
season, which is very nice, but get- 
ting the W is the most important 
thing to me,” McCurdy said. “I’m 
very glad that we’re even playing 
soccer this year. We’re hoping to 
continue our unbeaten season.” 

McCurdy’s first hat-trick of his 
varsity soccer career came in a 
3-1 home win against Athol last 
October. 

“My first hat-trick was at home 
against Athol and it was a great 
feeling,” said McCurdy, who 
joined the varsity soccer team as a 
freshman. “This is also a very spe- 
cial day for me.” 

The Tigers other four-year var- 
sity players are seniors Ashton 
Sanford, Declan Joy, and Grant 
Petrosky, who isn’t able to play 
soccer this season because of an 
injury. 

South Hadley head coach Eric 
Castonguay hasn’t coached very 
many soccer players like McCurdy 
in the past. 

“Max is probably the most 
committed soccer player that I’ve 
coached in my 14 years at South 
Hadley High School,’ Castonguay 
said. “He’s always working on 
drills by himself and he just loves 
soccer. He has a very high soccer 
IQ and he’s our vocal leader. He’s 
a very special soccer player.” 

The victory at Pathfinder 
improved South Hadley’s overall 
season record to 4-0-1. The Tigers 
tied Belchertown 1-1, who are the 
defending Division 3 state cham- 
pions on October 6. They also 
defeated Amherst, Granby, and 
Palmer. 

The Tigers have qualified for the 
Western Massachusetts Division 
3 tournament during the past two 
years, but they haven’t been able 
to advance past the first round. 
There isn’t going to be a postsea- 
son tournament this fall because of 
COVID-19. 

“Tt’s disappointing that we’re not 
going to have a chance to compete 
in the postseason tournament this 
year,” said Castonguay, who’s also 
the South Hadley Athletic Director. 
“We do have a very strong senior 
class and it would’ve been nice to 
see how we would’ve done in the 
tournament. We’re going to play 
as hard as we can in every game

this year.” 

The only highlight for the home 
team was the pre-game ceremony 
honoring the nine seniors. They are 
Gavin Baral Devin Bedard, Ryan 
Caron, Ethan Farrar, Nick Hein, 
Kieran Moe, Wyatt Siebert, Tom 
Swift, and Austin Tocci. 

“Seven of the nine seniors are 
four-year members of our soccer 
team,’ said Pathfinder head coach 
Kevin Aldrich. “They’re a great 
bunch of kids, but our backs have 
been up against the wall in almost 
every game this year. 

The Pioneers (1-4), who aren’t 
playing any other vocational 
school’s this fall, lone victory was 
a 1-0 win at Ware. The other teams 
on their schedule are Monson, 
Palmer, Granby, Belchertown, and 
Amherst, who’s a Division | team. 

“Because of COVID, it was this 
schedule or no soccer at all this 
year,’ Aldrich said. “We would 
rather be playing soccer. We’ve 
been trying to do our best in every 
game this year. It’s only going to 
make us better for next year.” 

It didn’t take McCurdy, who’s 
hoping to continue his soccer 
career in college next year, very 
long to score his first goal in his 
team’s first meeting against the 
Pioneers in about twenty years.

lines, the remainder of Holyoke 
High School’s fall sports season 
is canceled. This is unfortunate 
and extremely disappointing, 
especially for our student-ath- 
letes, coaches, and fans who 
were looking forward to a com- 
plete fall season. This move is 
necessary out of an abundance 
of caution. While difficult for all 
involved, our responsibility is to 
keep our students and staff safe. 

“The City of Holyoke has 
been in the red category for three 
weeks, which represents four 
weeks of higher rates of spread 
of the coronavirus, largely due 
to small group gatherings where 
people are not following health 
and safety guidelines. Per the 
Department of Public Health, 
several other communities in the 
county are now also in the red 
category. HPS athletes and their 
families have been traveling to 
and playing in those communi- 
ties as well.” 

Holyoke entered its third week 
in high-risk status, though its rate 
of COVID cases had actually 
declined. Data was released late 
last Thursday night. The state 
had been updating its high-risk 
status map on Wednesdays. 


When Holyoke’s status went 
to high-risk, West Springfield 
refused to play against Holyoke 
and games between the two 
schools were postponed. Based 
on the information provid- 
ed by Matos, it appears even if 
Holyoke’s status improves, there 
will be no resumption of fall 
sports. 

Monson and Chicopee joined 
the ranks of high-risk com- 
munities by data released last 
Thursday. 

A game between Chicopee and 
Ludlow boys soccer was post- 
poned last Saturday morning, 
but it may not have been relat- 
ed to Chicopee’s status change 
as both Chicopee and Chicopee 
Comprehensive were scheduled 
to have regular game action this 
week. 

Amherst Regional, which cur- 
rently shares a “bubble” with 
South Hadley, Granby, and 
Belchertown, moved to moderate 
risk. Amherst and Belchertown 
were set to resume matchups this 
week. 

Belchertown, due to past 
precedent, will likely not play 
Monson until has been removed 
from high-risk status. There are 
about four weeks remaining in 
the abbreviated fall season.

of plowing and digging to make the 
425-mile Erie Canal connect middle 
America’s Great Lakes to the Atlantic 
Ocean, by way of New York’s Hudson 
River. The prodigious project was start- 
ed in August 1823 and completed— 
ready for commerce — on Oct. 26, 1825. 
Although it was the pet project Gov. 
DeWitt Clinton, from New York, the con- 
cept of a waterway with such scope was 
originated by the Founding Fathers to 
unify America’s frontier with the original 
13 colonies. 

The Erie Canal — or Clinton’s Ditch, as 
it became known — helped provide that 
relationship. As History.com describes it: 
“Settlers poured into western New York, 
Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, and Wisconsin. 
Goods were transported at one-tenth the 
previous fee in less than half the time. 
Barges of farm produce and raw materials 
traveled east, as manufactured goods and 
supplies flowed west.” 

The Grateful American Book Prize rec- 
ommends Peter L. Bernstein’s “Wedding 
of the Waters: The Erie Canal and the 
Making of a Great Nation.” 


Civil rights 

The year 1950 was a breakthrough 
in the Civil Rights Movement; on 
Oct. 31st, Earl Lloyd became the first 
African American to play in the 
National Basketball Association for the 
Washington Capitols. Two other black 
players were also selected in the draft that 
year: Chuck Cooper was picked up by the 
Boston Celtics, and Nat “Sweetwater” 
Clifton was chosen by the New York 
Knicks, but those teams did not start their 
seasons until November. 

Suddenly, after seven games, the U.S. 
Army drafted Lloyd; by the time he was 
discharged, the Capitols were out of busi- 
ness, and so he signed with the Syracuse 
Nationals (later the Philadelphia 76ers), 
and later played for the Detroit Pistons. 
He became their scout, assistant coach, 
and in 1970, Lloyd was elevated to head 
coach—the first African American in the 
league in that position. 

The Grateful American Book Prize 
recommends Fredrick McKissack’s 
“Black Hoops: The History of African 
Americans in Basketball.”
